JEFFERSO N CITY, March 17.— 
W hether the State Highway Commis­ 
sion is tied hand and toot to the road 
routes designated rn the centennial 
road law', or has tho power to devi­ 
ate from them “in the interest of 
economy or directness of routes” in 
building the primary highways, is 
the crux of a suit argued in the Cir­ 
cuit Court of Cole County here yes­ 
terday. Decision of the question will 
not come before the first w*eek in 
Apri. 
State Senator Irwin of Jefferson 
City, who last summer threatened to 
bring an injunction suit to prevent 
the construction of the primary road 
system as laid out by the Highway 
Commission, is taking a leading role 
in this litigation. 
The suit was in­ 
stituted by Emit P. Uosenberger of 
Montgomery City and C. Wilson of 
St.. Charles, attorneys for 12 resi­ 
dents of St. Charles County and six 
of W arren County, complaining that 
the State Highway Department in 
laying out the St. Louis-Kansas City 
primary road have wandered away 
from the line of the 
Boone's 
Lick 
road, which they contend was desig­ 
nated as a part of the State highway 
bystem 
by 
the Legislature. 
They 
have asked for an Injunction to re­ 
strain the departm ent from building 
the St. Louis-Kansas City road on 
any other than the legislative desig­ 
nation. 
As laid out by the Highway Com­ 
mission 
this 
road 
would 
pass 
through or near St. Charles, Dan­ 
ville, Fulton, 
Columbia. 
Boonville 
and Sweet Springs to Kansas City. 
The petitioners complain that 
the 
road has been taken off their histor­ 
ic trail about IO miles 
in places. 
W ere the commission to be prohibit 
ed from building the east-west road 
along the approximate route it has 
selected, engineers say 
the 
most 
practicable thing to do would be to 
abandon the route in question, which 
would be north of the Missouri River 
from St. Charles to Boonville, where 
it w’ould recross to the south side, 
and lay out an entirely 
different 
route south of the river approximat­ 
ing that of the Capital 
Highway 
from St. Louis through Jefferson 
City, Sedalia and W arrensburg to 
Kansas City. 
Through slightly longer than the 
St. Charles-Boonvile 
route as first 
chosen, this south-of-the-river route 
would be infinitely preferable to that 
sought in the suit, the engineers say. 
for the reason that It would involve 
a crossing of the Missouri River at 
Rocheport on a ferry, and is 
50 
miles longer than that laid out. 
Senator Irwin laid 
great 
stress 
in his speech here yesterday on the 
fact that if the commission pursued 
its preesr.t policy his senatorial dis­ 
trict will not get all of the money it 
is entitled to under 
the apportion­ 
ment plan in the road law'. 
Irw*in 
charged the Highway Commission 
with practicing evasion and labeled 
some of its policies as a ‘farce, a 
delusion, a snare and a shame.” 
After 
Irwin 
had 
finished 
his 
speech, Rosenberger and Wilson ar­ 
gued their side of the case, while 
the departm ent was 
defended 
by 
Newton S. W ylder of Kansas City, 
its counsel, H enry Davis, Assistant 
Attorney-General and former State 
Senator Howard Gray of Carthage, 
with Robert W. 
Burkhara 
of 
St. 
Louis, counsel for road contractors, 
and Roy Brittain, former State High­ 
way Commissioner and attorney for 
the State Automobile Association, as 
consulting counsel. 
W ylder declared that the Legisla­ 
ture, according to its journal, had 
declined specifically to designate the 
“Boone’s Lick road’ 
by name, 
al­ 
though adopting part of 
its route, 
and that the title of the State road 
law states in part th at It Is an act 
“authorizing the commission to des­ 
ignate tho routes along which such 
highways (a state wide 
system 
of 
hard surfaced highways) shall 
be 
constructed.” 
Davis pointed to lan­ 
guage in the concluding sentence of 
that section of the road law in which 
are w ritten the route 
designation, 
w'hieh, in referring to the 1500-mile 
higher type system, says that the 
commifxicn may “make such chang­ 
es in the routes of said roads as it 
may deem necessary in the interest 
of economy and directness of routes.’ 
Gray declared that if the commis­ 
sion may make such changes, and 
the opposition practically 
admitted 
it, then the discretion so placed in 
the commission is not a m atter for 
courts to curb by injunction as 
to 
the extent of its exercise whether the 
deviation shall he 40 feet or IO miles. 
Circuit 
Judge 
W esthues, 
before 
whom the argument 
was made, in­ 
structed defenders of 
the commis­ 
sion to file briefs by March 24 and 
gave the ether side, until March 29 
to file their reply briefs. 
The argu­ 
ment which was on a dem urrer 
to 
the petition, lasted nearly five hours.

The capacity of children 
for memorizing and performing suit­ 
able music Is very great, and few, in 
proportion, have no ear for music.

CREDIT GIVEN CASTE SYSTEM 


Long Freedom of India From Plague 
Was Indirectly Caused by Ite 
Prevalence. 


Although Europe had suffered from 
many visitations of plague before and 
during the Middle ages, it was not 
until 
ti ie 
Nineteenth 
century 
that 
plague came to India, says J. H. 
Stephens in Popular Mechanics. 
This was due to the prevalence In 
India of the ancient caste system of 
the Brahmins, which resulted In sep­ 
aration and segregation. 
The higher 
castes lived apart 
from 
the lower 
castes, and between each of such 
segregations open spaces were left, 
which allowed the circulation of fresh 
air, and provided for expansion with­ 
out congestion. Thus, unwittingly, the 
caste system adopted one of the most 
effective measures for preventing tfta 
spreading of disease. 
Under the British administration, 
caste 
rules were less 
strictly 
ob­ 
served, and the different castes tend* 
od to converge, while congestion In­ 
creased, resulting in the first appear­ 
ance cf plague in the city of Manga­ 
lore, capital of the native state of 
Mysore, South India. 
It broke out 
first in the most congested quarter. 
where sunlight and air were excluded 
♦r polluted. 


Plants T hat Select Homes. 
One af the chief popular distinc­ 
tions between vegetable and animal 
life Is that the animals have power of 
choice sud of voluntary motion, while 
vegetables and plants grow only me­ 
chanically. But the microscope seems 
to show' that many vegetable forms can 
move as easily as can animals. 
There 
is a plant called volvox globator, so 
minute that millions of It could be put 
in a drinking glass, which is seen to 
whirl like a top across the field of 
the microscope. 
Some plants found 
in ponds, which are still more minute 
move habitually, as with an apparent 
purpose. 
Naturalists who have give* 
closer study than others to climbing 
plants state that these seem to exer­ 
cise the liberty of choice. Their ten­ 
drils, In climbing over pieces of wood 
with boles, will try one hole after an­ 
other until they find one that pleases 
them. 
One Investigator saw a ten­ 
dril 
withdraw' 
Itself 
after 
having 
pushed itself in a hole for 36 hours.

B rogniart was the m aster of Major 
Charles P ierre L ’Enfant, who laid out 
the city of W ashington and designed 
the w hite house. 
The ground plan of the mansion is 


j the sam e as th a t of the American 
presidential 
residence 
which 
fact 
gave rise to the suggesion th a t Ma­ 
jor L ’E nfant 
modelled 
the 
white 
house upon one cf the ideas of his 
great teacher. 
The m ansion has another rem inis­ 
cent connection w ith America, since 
it later passed into the hands of the 
Lafayette family, being occupied by 
the Cham brun branch. 
The uncle of 
the present M arquis 
de 
Cham brun 
sold the place to Mme. Galliard. 
The A m erican 
state 
departm ent, 
which has been aw are of the availa­ 
bility of the m ansion for em bassy 
purposes, had already given approval 
of its purchase subject to adoption of 
the bill e a r n in g the appropriation 
but on the very day the m easure was 
passed by congress the owner closed 
a deal 
turning 
it 
over to another 
buyer. 
It had not been possible for 
the em bassy to secure an option or 
m ake any provisional arrangem ent 
for the purchase before the bill was 
passed. 
There is still hope, however, that 
the new ow ner will sell the property 
to the Un.'ted S tates on favorable 
term s. 
The m ansion is situated in 
the Rue Monsieur, on the left bank 
of the Seine overlooking N apolen’s 
tomb.

ed his pay 
by 
taking 
orders 
for 
‘L ’H lstorie de la Revolution,* ” Mr. 
Branch said. "Still preserve'1 in the 
Louvre in P aris Is Napoleon's book 
canvassing outfit and w th It is a list 
of 200 subscribers whose nam es were 
signed on the dotted line. 
W hen 
W ashington 
was 
tw enty 
years old he sold a book known as 
Blydell’s ‘Am erican Savage.* 
It cost 
him $2 a copy and he sold it at $3. 
His diary shows th a t he sold more 
than 500 copies, riding long distances 
to deliver. 
"Thom as B rackett Reed helped his 
way through law school by book sell­ 
ing. 
George 
Peabody, 
A rthur 
E. 
Sheldon 
and 
Charles P. Steinm etz 
sold books at various times, and Jay 
Gould obtained signatures for books 
before he learned to Juggle fortunes 
in Wall street. 
"Apparently there were lessons in 
selling books even for these person­ 
ages,” 
said 
Mr. Branch. 
"P erhaps 
they learned w hat our salesm en do 
today—th a t the ideals of the sub-] 
scription book industry, honest sales­ 
m anship and high-class books make 
for qualities th a t are the foundation 
stones of success in every line of 
work.”

3ISHOP BURKE OF 
ST. JOSEPH DEAD 


By th . A ssociated Press. 
ST. JOSEPH, Mo., March 17.—The 
Bight Rev. Maurice F. Burke, Bishop 
of the S t Joseph diocese, and the 
oldest Catholic Bishop in the United 
States in point of service, died at his 
home here early today. 
He was 76 
years old and had been 
in 
failing 
health three years. 
The last five 
months the diocese has been adm in­ 
istered by a coadjutor 
Bishop, the 
Right Rev. Francis Gilfillan, form er­ 
ly of St. Louis, with right of succes­ 
sion. 
Bishop Burke was born in County 
Limerick, Ireland. 
He was brought 
to America when he was 4 years old 
by his parents, who located in Chi- 
cago. 
He received his early educa­ 


tion there at the old S t Mary’s of 
the Lake. 
Later he attended Notre 
Dame University, and concluded his 
theological studies in Rome. 
Ordained a priest in 1875, his first 
charge was at Chicago, where he was 
assistant pastor. 
In 
187S he was 
given a charge at Joliet, 111., and in 
1887 was appointed Bishop of Chey­ 
enne, Wyo., by the late Pope Leo 
XIII. 
In 1893 he was transferred to 
the diocese of S t Joseph. 
Bishop Burke was perhaps the best 
student of Dante in America, and 
at the tim e of his death was honor­ 
ary president of the American Dante 
Society. 
Bishop Burke’s funeral 
will be 
conducted in St. Joseph's Cathedral 
next Thursday morning and burial 
will be in Mount Olivet Cemetery 
here. 
Bishop Gilfillin of St. Joseph, who

Castle, Durham. 
The sale is to be 
conducted by a London auctioneer I 
late this month. 
One letter in the collection was j 
written to Sir Qeorge Bowes, who 
was associated with the suppression 
of the rebellion of 1569. 
It is I rom 
Thomas Radcliffe, the earl of Sussex, 
and rem arks that Queen Elizabeth 


complains ‘'that executions are being 
carried out too slowly.” 
Another letter bears the signature 
of Mary Queen of Scots. 
It is also 
addressed to Sir George. 
William Blakiston Bowes, born in 
1698, in three letters to his prospec­ 
tive father-in-law demands the lump 
sum of 30,000 
pounds 
and 
3,000 
pounds for each of the first two chil­ 
dren born of the union.

in which 
Charles II brings action to know by 
what right the city of London claims 
to be a corporation.

HERO OF VERDUN A 
GUIDING GENIUS 


By the Associated Press. 
PARIS, March I?.—With the Ruhr 
situation the outstanding topic of the 
day ,the character, personality and 
achievements of the man who may be 
called the guiding genius of the op­ 
eration, at least in its military as­ 
pects, are well to the forefront of 
present interest. 
This man is Andre Maginot, min­ 
ister of war, former poilu, one of the 
heroes of Verdun, and a statesman 
of varied experience. Standing more 
than 6 feet 2 inches, and built pro­ 
portionately, well dressed and strik­ 
ing in appearance, despite the limp 
caused by his war injuries, he pre­ 
sents a dominating figure. 
An incident on the Verdun front In 
1914 is recalled as showing his inti­ 
mate 
modesty 
in 
an 
interesting 
light: 
A soldier of the second class, sta­ 
tioned at the village of Deuaumont, 
asked his captain, somewhat apolo­ 
getically, for a leave of absence in 
which to preside 
over the 
general 
council of the department of 
the 
Meuse. 
“Preside over what?” inquired the 
astonished captain. 
“The general 
council,” 
said the 
soldier. 
“But who are you, any way?” ask­ 
ed the captain. 
“I am Andre Maginot,” replied the 
tall soldier modestly, standing at at­ 
tention, “private, 
former 
minister, 
deputy from the department of the 
Meuse and President of the general 
council.” 
When the Ruhr 
occupation 
was 
planned there arose a sharp conflict 
in the French cabinet 
as to how 
it should be managed. 
An important group of ministers 
insisted upon the 
operation 
being 
controlled by Marshall Foch and hl3 
intimate counsellor, General Way- 
gand, as an affair of the allies. 
M. 
Maginot, however contended that it 
should be 
under the 
direction of 
civilian 
authorities 
representing 
France and Belgium, and in this Pre­ 
mier Poincare finally supported him. 
At the outbreak of the World war, 
Maginot scorned to ask for a com­ 
mission and went to the front as a 
common soldier, although exempt in 
his position as member of the Cham­ 
ber of Deputies. He rose to the rank 
of sergeant and became noted for his

He first went in for law and 
entered Public Service with M. Jon- 
nart, then governor general of Al­ 
geria. He was elected general coun­ 
cillor for Revigny, Meuse, in 1910, the 
same year was elected deputy, served 
as under secretary for war under M. 
Noulens in 1913, and won the mili­ 
tary medal early in the war for his 
courageous conduct during the at­ 
tack on Mageville. 
After several months in the hos* 
ptal, he returned to his seat in tho

He 
even objected to the 
publicity 
it 
brought him. V ancleave is reserved 
genteel and democratic. 
He 
is of 
the W est. H e was born on a farm in 
Henry County, Missouri 
In Septem­ 
ber, 1897. 
Educated in the common schools 
and a Sedalia Business College, he 
was sent to Texas to take charge of 
his father’s cattle ranch at the age 
of IS. 
It was there he gained his 
wealth, for he later took over the 
ranch for him self and oil was 
dis­ 
covered. 
Besides his vast oil Interests 
he 
owns a 45,000 acre ranch in New 
Mexico, which he has stocked with 
fine Hereford cattle and pure-bred 
hogs. 
He is Interested right now In 


having a branch line of the Santa 
Fe Railroad extended through bls 
New Mexico property and the people 
of that country are behind him in the 
movement. 
Those who know 
him 
well say he will succeed. 
Unlike the story book or moving 
picture type V ancleave is not

DISOWNED HEIR

Other documents revealed that the 
suicide had led a turbulent career in 
Philadelphia and Chicago as a “re­ 
mittance man” after his father cut 
him off with an allowance of $50 
a month in 1919.
